RUSSIA AND JAPAN. 


—— 
TuHeERE is a very general feeling, in- 
duced by nuinberless indications, 


some more some less serious, that the 
relations between Russia and Japan 
will soon become so strained that 
war between the two countries will 
result. Russia has been hurrying 
out troops and munitions to” the 
East for tlie last few months with 
ceaseless activity, and with them 
have come ambulance corps, nurses, 
and doctors, as though preparations 
were being’ made for an immediate 
campaign, the pretext being that 
the plague was the enemy they were 
sent to combat. Japan has been 
hurrying on the completion of her 
men-of-war in European dockyards, 
and importing nyunitions of war of 
all kinds with * feverish activity. 
The preparations for supplying an 
army in the field have been going on 
energetically in her arsenals; and 
very extensive naval manceuvres are 
just about to take place in which the 
ships engaged, comprising the grea- 
ter portion of Japan's ficet,are to be 
manned, armed, and provisioned as 
if for actual war. The naval reserves 
have been called out, a step that 
has never been taken at any previous 
maneuvres. All Japanese steamship 
owners have been ordered to send 
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in-a return of the number of pas- 
sengers their steamers can carry. 
Finally, we learn that “two prominent 
American journals have sent a staff 
of correspondents and artists to 
Japan to be ready when hostilities 
begin.” 

All these indications, and the 
farther fact that there are several 
reasons why Japan should be dispos- 
ed to fight Russia, do not make it 
certain that hostilities will really 
begin this spring, as many well- 
informed people expect. Japan is 
no doubt ready to fight, but Russis 
does not fight if she can get her way, 
even at a greater expenditure of 
time, by persistently “shoving.” 
Japan will never be happy or con- 
tented until she has paid Russia out 
for being forced to give up the Lino- 
tung Peninsula, Japan was paid for 
it by China, but in this case the 
jingling of the guinea did not heal 
the hurt that honour felt, nor did 
it help matters that while Japan 
fought for it and China paid for it, 
Russia got it without either fighting 
or paying. Then comes the question 
of Corea, It is Russia’s manifest 
destiny, according to Russia, to 
be mistress of eastern continental 
Asia at least as far south as the 
Yellow & but Corea is so close to 
Japan that the latter conntry, which 
has already lost. Saghalien, cannot 
be comfortable with the Russian Bear 
established almost within sight of 
Tsushima. The Russian Bear is so 
restless and so dissatisfied with his 
qnarters, large as they may_ be al- 
ready, that no one wants him asa 
nerghbour. Russia insists that she 
must have ther naval base be- 
tween Port Arthur and Viadivostock 
this new naval base must be in 
Corea, where it must be a permanent 
menace to Japan. The fact is that 
Port Arthur is too small to ac- 
commodate a naval squadron of any 
size. 

‘The great wars of recent centuries 
have been fought for commerce, not 
for conquest of territory in itself 
he root of the German sympathy 
with the Boers in the present war 
in South Africa is the fear that 
German trade with the ‘Transvaal 
will suffer from the change of govern- 
ment that will follow the British 
victory. Now Japan is a country 
whose prosperity depends, like Great 
Britain's, on the expansion of her 
foreign commerce. Her population 
is already very large ani is a 
rapidly increasing one; in manu- 
factures is the only possible outlet 
for the surplus energies of her popn- 
lation, and her chief customer must 
be China, Nor is there any doubt 
that China is a very willing customer 
of Japan, and that the trade between 
the two countries is easily capable of 
great expansion. Our statesmen are 
too far off and too much occupied 
with less important matters to realise 
how our actual and potential trade 
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with China is threatened by Russian 
aggression in North China; but to 
the statesmen of Japan it is.a near 
and pressing question, and they are 
not sufiiciently convineed that when 
Russia has consolidated her hold 
on Manchuria, a splendid market, 
Japanese manufactures will be ad- 
mitted on the same terms and granted 
the same privileges and facilities as 
Russian. It is quite possible that 
Japanese statesmen have convinced 
themselves that the freedom of the 
North China market is worth fight- 
ing for, and that if it must be 
fought for sooner or later, it had 
better be sooner. 

If Russia is really determined on 
having a port in the south of Corea, 
Masampho or another, will Lord Salis- 
bury remind her of the Port Hamil- 
ton agreement? When we evacuated 
Port Hamilton at the request ‘of 
Corea, it was on the distinct promise 
of Russia that she would not take 





any port in Corea. Of course 
there are ways of evading any 
diplomatic instrument, but this 


agreement was formal enough for 
Japan to be able to ask us to 
insist on its being observed. How 
far Lord Salisbury is prepared to go 
in the support of Japan in this 
i but there are 
many who hold that Japan would 
never have so quietly given up Wei- 
haiwei to us without some promise 
of future assistance in return, Pro- 
bably if we were to insist on Russia 
fulfilling her promise, papers like the 
Spectator would inveigh against our 
dog-in-the-manger policy; but on 
the other hand, it will not be very 
chivalrous to leave little Japan to 
her fate when we have that engage- 
ment with Russia, which we can use, 
and have every right to use, for 
Japan's protection.

THE BRITISH SOUTH AFRICA 

COMPANY. . 
90th March. 
Mr. Lanoucnere and Mr. Wilson 
and those who agree with them in 
their estimate of Mr. Chamberlain 
and Mr. Rhodes hold that the 
British South Africa Company, better 
known’ as the Chartered Company, 
is anathema maranatha, the direful 
spring of woes unnumbered to Great: 
Britain and South Africa as Achilles’ 
wrath was to Greece and ‘Troy. The | 
supporters of the Government, on! 
the other hand, hold that the 
Chartered Company has done and 
is doing a great work in the advance- 
ment and civilisation of South Africa, 
and the promotion of British supre- 
macy ina large portion of the 
dark continent. We may hold either 
opinion, but we false to the tradi- 
tions of our race if we really conceive 
it possible that a British Cabinet 
headed by Lord Salisbury could be 
guilty of a war of simple conquest 
unprovoked and unjustified; but 
whichever the opinion we hold, we 
cannot but take an interest in the 
Chartered Company, and this justifies 
our making a summary of the pro- 
cecdings at the general mecting of 
the company, held in London’ in 
December last, the president of the 
company, the Duke of Abercorn, in 
the chair, 

We wish we had room to reprint 
the whole of the Chairman's opening 
specch. He began, of course, by 
roforring to the war, He said: " We 
are responsible for the administration 
of a large section of British South 
‘Africa bordering on the ‘Transvaal, 
and though happily our territories 
have hitherto been _ practically 
outside the scene of actual warfare, 
we cannot shut our eyes to the 
danger of the situation, nor be un- 
mindfal of its possible consequences. 
Nevertheless, we do not fear them. 
We have the assurance of HM’ 
Government that Rhodesia is not 
forgotten. You will not wish me 
to say more, but you will be glad to 
learn that we have been fully alive to 
the possible danger, and have done 
our utmost to ensure that your 
interests shall be adequately safe- 

uarded. ... No serious incursion 
into Rhodesia has been effected. The 
Bechuanaland Protectorate has been 
given comparative immunity from 
Snvasion, and Mafeking, garrisoned, 
to a large extent, by forces raised 
in Buluwayo, is bravely holding 
out.” No wonder this last sentence 
was received with cheers. It is 
neatly four months since that speech 
was delivered, and Mafeking is still 
bravely holding out. We are glad to 
know that it was rightly surmised

CARICATURE. 
Mh Aprit. 
Ay able and cloquent British states- 
man has drawn the attention of 
the world to Caricature, that is to 
ication of the grotesque in 
art to the purposes of satire 
jdicule. Caricature, if not as 
old as the hills, is a pretty ancient 
institution: the Egyptian papyri 
have traces of it, and in Greece it 
was raised to bad pre-eminence by the 
censure of Aristotle. In mediwval 
times the waggish builders of the 
thic cathedrals patronised it g1 
the lay clergy pilloried their 
the friars in enduring stone and oak 
by depicting them in gargoyle and 
on serecn as death and the devil. 
Caricatnre seems ever to have been 
tuo potent and patent a weapon 
against bad government to be tolerat- 
tea under despotism: as an art it has 
grown peri puss with freedom : and 
With excess of freedom it seems as if 
it might degenerate into intolerable 






































licence. With the liberty that 
followed their heroic revolt from 
Spain the Dutch became the leading 
caricaturists in Europe, and during 
the whole of the seventeenth century 
they excelled in the art as casily as 
they did in tulips, commerce, and the 
law of nations. It developed greatly 
during the eighteenth century when 
the English Hogarth put all his 
might into it as a pictorial moralist : 
he was succeeded by Gillray who 
powerfally invaded ‘the region of 
politics. Gillray’s sketches have now 
a distinct historical value as he fixed 
much of that political flotsam of 
Farmer George's days that escaped 
the notice of those ponderous men, 
the annalists. ‘The nineteenth cen- 
tury saw Cruikshank, a genius in the 
school of Hogarth, and the rise of the 
great French School. After the es 
pulsion of those petty tyrants, the 
restored Bourbons, Philipon in the 
thirties founded Le Caricature and 
Le Chavivari, and then Daumier and 
Chevalier raised the art to its full 
stature. The English Punch sup- 
ported by Doyle, Leech, and ‘Tenniel 
fulloved on the same lines and 
Caricature became the political and 
social institution we now know. 

‘This brief outline of the history of 
the art glosses the fact that it has 
often allied itself with the profane 
and the obscene. ‘The beastly car- 
toons with which the artists of Hu- 
nan try to stigmatise the Christian 
religion could be equalled in most 
Western nations. When healthy 
public opinion forbids their open

‘The coarser we are, the longer 
our sojottn in Gath and Askalon, the 
more we like gross caricature, bar- 
gee-wit, and practical jokes. Caries 
ture’s literary kinsfolk are satire and 
epigram, but unlike them it can 
dispense with truth. The shafts of 
satire cannot reach their mark unless 
feathered with truth, but caricature 
in the hands of a clever, unserupulons 
draughtsman gets home and leaves 
its sting quite apart from trath or 
desert. “It is ridicule in its starkest 
state and as such it can, in low 
minds, level Milton to Micawber and 
equate an archangel toa knifegrinder. 
The eminent men who are so often 
put in Sir John ‘Tenniel’s, or Mr. 
Sambourne’s pictorial pillory are said 
to like it, but we suspect their plea- 
sure is akin to that of the cel in 
being skinned: they merely show 
their wisdom in not flinching under 















































the ordeal. Punch has ever been the 
most general and most fair of carica- 
turists, but that her arrows rankle 
now and then, we see in the taboo 
put on it by the postal authorities on 
the Russian and German frontiers : 
and if Jupiter nods what may we 
pect from the lesser gods? We ean 
all talk of the Caricaturist’s service 
in humiliating pretence and correct- 
ing humbug, and this is right enough 
when the means are fair, but

THE BOXER SCOURGE. 


It has been repeatedly mentioned that to 
the officials in the entire disturbed districts 
‘of Chihli and Shantung it appeared a happy 
thought to get certificates from the local 
headinen that there is no longer any gather- 
ing of Boxers or Big Sword men in their 
villages,” We have not heard of a single 
region in which has not been followed. 
But it has had no marked effect :tpon the 
facts in the case, which have been often 
mentioned in detail. These are that the 
‘camps continue to flourish, but in a more re- 
pressed way than before, ao thatitis possible 
to give a plausible denial of their existence, 
Within the past ten days this has been 
made manifest. Brief ‘reference was made 
a week ngo to the disturbances in the CI 
pring district, not far from Linch‘ing, where 
two members of a Christian famil; 
captured within a mile of the city, and 
of them had his ear cut of. The Magis- 
trate with

ransomed them for Tis, 200 (of which three- 
fourths are said to have reached the 
Boxers, the rest finding other and dev’ 
ous chunnels for its disappearance). W' 
in three days after this event a grent mum- 
ber of Boxer bandits had drifted toward 
Wueb‘eng, ou the Grand Canal north of 
Linch'ing, where the government troops met 
them on the 13th, and killed about twenty of 
them, besides capturing many more. Two of 
the soldiers were killed also. What follow- 
ed is involved in the confusion always ap- 
Pertaining to “things Chinese-” But it is 
certain that we are now in the recurrent 
cycle where we were about five months ago, 
plug the experience gained in that time, an 
experience, it is needless to say, quite wasted 
on the Boxers. ‘They still seem to believe. 
that they are “immune” from bullets, not~ 
withstanding the number always left dead 
on the field, and that they can exterminate 
the soldiers, despite the fact that they 
never kill but one or two, as it wére by 
accident. ‘The whole country positively 
SWARMS WITH SOLDIERS, 

who ought to put an end to the disturbances 
in a month, if the right means were only 
used, But the right means are severe, and 
it is Chinese tradition not to be severe. 
‘The prefect has issued an excellent pro- 
clamation, advising everybody not to follow 
the Boxers, and threatening those who 
do, As this is just what was said in the 
numerous proclamations of the 27th of 
November, it is simply re-thrashing the old 
straw. Threats under these conditions are 
absolutely idle, and the people are well 
aware of it. 

Mennntime it is by no means easy to see 
what is in store, General and Governor 
‘Yuan Shil-k‘ai continues to promise well, 
and only wants “time.” Que is sometimes 
reminded of a remark of Curran in Parlia- 
ment when a member had talked on and on 
for ever, and someone remarked that Ih 
was “trenching on the time” of another. 
“Time? Time?” said Curran bitterly, “he 
has long since done with ‘time’; ‘he is 
trenching on eternity!” 

It is impossible to predict accurately whe- 
ther the sentence upon the murderers of Mr. 
Brooks will have any effect upon the general 
situation, but in the capital itself it cannot 
bein vain that an able and impartial British 
official ling spent so much time and shown 
so much pertinacity and discrimination in 

etting justice fora heinous wrong to one 
British subject, Tt is certain that all Cl 

ese officils are at present anxious to render 
any such event impossible in the future, 
and are promgt in offering escorts to all 
foreigners, uo mutter where they are going.

ANOTHER FIGHT. 

Two clans up in the Tintaibsien have 
been emulating their fellow-countrymen of 
the south, It seems that four men, who 





were carrying stones to build a tomb, took 
a short cut across a rice field and trampled 
down the rice. The owner of the rice, 
naturally enraged at such wanton destruction 
of his property, rated them so soundly that 
they turned upon and gave him a good 
thrashing. As soon as he had escaped he 
called together members of his clan and 
related the incident to them. Of course, 
auch sre outrage was a “loss of face” to all 
the clan and had to be avenged, and with 
this ened in view the clinsmen were called 
toarms. The four men who had adininis- 
tered the thrashing, seeing the turn events 
were taking, and feeling that they must 
look after their “face” too, immediately 
collected members of the clan to which 
they belonged. A battle was fought, guns 
being freely used, and no less than 
six mea were killed, whilst several were 
rounded. As soon as the fight was over the 
relatives of the shin began sending in the 
names of the guilty to the chiffsien aud 
soldiers were sent by him to live like 
leeches upon the accused. The matter has 
however been settled in a mauuer satis- 
factory to all concerned by the payment 
of “blood money” to the amount of $1,500 
(query). Why is it that the Wengngan 
alfuir has not been long sinco settled in 
the same truly Chivese fashion ?

THE INDIAN FAMINE. 

We have during the Inst six months had 
an unprecedented serien of culls on our 
purses, and it was feared that the request had 
fallen’ inauspiciously, Mr. Cousul Curles, 
however, called an’ advisory committee, 
and these gentlemen at_once made them 
selves responsible for $2,000, which has 
been forwarded. No public ‘meeting has 
been called, but subscription lists are circu- 
lating, and’ if the response is inadequate 
the guarantors will see to the difference, 
On ordinary occasions ‘Tientsin is good for 
000, but what with the war, new Angli- 
can Church, our own hospital, ete, etc., 
we have already during the haltyeat 
raised about $12,000. 

On Weduesday, March 2ist, we had the 
rare spectacle of a large fire in the pre+ 
mises of the 

TMENTSIN TRADING COMPANY, 

(Hsin Fu Shang I). The building occupied 
wsite at the north end of Victorin Road, 
and was the centre of the most densely built 
part of the Settlement. Fortunately there 
twas no wind, and the damage was confined 
exclusively to the building in question : it 
was completely burnt out—on dit the tot: 
damage amounts to nearly Tis. 100,000. 
‘The fire broke out in some residential 
quarters in the third storey and is of obscure 
origin. ‘The same Company had an equally 
destructive incident on the same spot fur 
years ago. ‘The fire hud some re-assuring 
Tentures. ubout it, viz, the fine order kept in 
the streets, and the complete exclusion of 
the tag-rag and bob-tail, which finds its 
great cliance for loot on these occasions. The 
inarines, police, and volunteers took com- 
plete charge of the mob, and did not allow 
it even to enter the Concession, Extensive 
salvage operations took place at all the 
adjacent residences, 
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‘Thursday saw the uawonted spectacle of

in our streets, Mrs, Chang, the mother of 
Chang I, died about six weeks ago, and had 
the grandest obsequies known in our time.

SORIMMAGES. 


We have vague reports of trouble in the 
district of Jouch‘iz some sixty or seventy 
miles SS,W. of Tientsin, in the prefecture of 
Hochien, The news is slightly incoherent 
and inconsistent, but there is no doubt that, 
about the end of last week, the Roman 
Catholic converts, supported by the under- 
lings of the district magistrate, came to a 
very serious fight with the Boxers, that lives 
were lost on ‘oth sides, and that bad blood 
remains between the two parties. ‘This now 
has already been magnified into a “defeat 
of the Imperial troops by the Iho-ch‘wan -? 
but as far as we kiuw things have not come 
to that yet. About ten days ago there was 
some trouble in this district, and we hene that 
the prefect of Hochien who went to pacify 
the Boxers was capture by them, stripped 
and somewhat ignominiously treated.

EXECUTION OF A NOTABLE PRISONER. 
More than once I have had occasion 

to refer to the mysterious prisoner who a 

week or 40 ago wis believed by many to be 

the Emperor. For a long time the higher 
officials were afraid to puss sentence upon 
but the determination of the Chiang- 
isin magistrate, who with all his faults is 
no coward and who certainly knows his 
own mind, seems at last to have brought 
the courage of his superiora to the sticking 
point, ‘The prisoner was examined and 
condemued to death. Strange stories are 
current about his trial. It is said that he 
refused to state who he was to any one 
except the Viceroy in private, and that the 
latter was moved to tears during the trial. 
‘To the end many still believed in hisclaims, 
for there are many in China as in England 
whose sympathies are more easily touched 
by what is romantic than by the dry points 
of evidence, Doubtless, too, the unsettled 
state of the Court leads some to 
believe that the interesting captive they 
hve seen is the Emperor, rather than be- 
lieve the reports of the Emperor having 
een visited by the Foreign Ministers in 

Peking, 

But, believe what they may, the poor 
fellow was led out to execution on Sunday, 
and now, like that of many an illustrious 
traitor in olden days, his head is stuck up 
outside the city gate, 

Tt is fenred that before long there may be 
other hexds to keep his company. ‘The uu- 
happy man whose clever impersonations 
of a German officer and of a veteran 
missionary have already deen told in your 
columns. is likely be executed also.

Another rather long silence on the part 
of Lord Roberts, broken ouly by a formid- 
able list. of casualties to officers, has 
occasioned some anxiety this week; but 
this morning it is relieved by definite news 
that Cronje’s force is surrounded and his 
reinforcements have been beaten off.

AN APOLOGIA FOR KANG 
YU-WEI.

In the Zimes' issue of the 17th of Janunry 
there is printed an article from their corres- 
pondent at Paris ou the subject of Malmud 
Pasha, In reading over the article, the 
thought struck the writer that the condition 
aud environments of Malmud Pasha and 
Kang Yii-wei, the Chinese reformer, were so 
similar, that were the lutter able to express 
elf in a Enropean tongue, ha would 
probably make his apologia to the world as 

follows — 

“Yes, I fled my country and my 
proof ample of the crisiy through which my 
country is passing, for the whole nation— 
ng of Uhose who are not futten- 
ing themselves at its expense by the blind 
favour of the Mistress—is politicnlly captive, 
‘The Empress Downger keeps everybody in 
political fettery foom the Emperor Kuang 

sit to the meanest coolie in Canton or 
Shanghai, ‘Those officials and scholars who 
have acquired a measure of Western learning 
and advocate the cause of Reform she 
either executes, imprisons, or exiles to the 
remotest frontier. She keeps her hands 
on Kuang Haii, the legitimate Sovereign 
who has lost all his liberties. 

“She perseeutes any and every one who 
dares offer opinion or advice and she even 
surreptitiously encourages her fanatical sub- 







































jects to acts of gross violence and bloodshed 
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against foreigners and sitive Cliristians, 
‘hose Generals who would and eould put 
dow: anarchy and protect foreigners she 
holds in leash, Whatever she has not 
directly under her 
whatever she does 
to her menacing nt the slightest si 
individual will on its part, or of a thought 
not her own (vide Jung Lu). She is truly 
the Witch of ‘error and this fact haunts 
her even as it does others. 

“Yes, [ have temporarily quitted my 
country, and it is because of this that [can 
and dare proclaim to the world the burden 
under which my countrymen’ soul is bend- 
ing. I have quitted my country because [ 
have not a soul slavish enough to die to ap- 
pease the unrighteous wrath of a ustrper, a 
to ucatify her bloodthirsty lust for revenge. 
When the Empress learned that [ted 
sneceededl in getting out of the capital, she 
did everything—even things the most abs 
such as stopping the trains anid dig 
A torpedo-boat to chase my steamer to 
secure my arrest, She quite lost her head ; 
and as if the Empire's supreme interests 
depended on my capture, she stooped to the 
Dasest calumnies to effect her object. She 
accused me of attempting to poison my liege 
sovereign; of heading # conspiracy for the 
subversion of the Manchu dynasty and the 
overthrow of the existing Empire, ‘To 
recure my poor body, she sent her emissa- 
ries to Jnpan, and such is her implacable 
hatred that she even dispatched her faithful 
henchman, the aged Li Hung-chang, to 
‘compass my arrest. 

“But, and I swear 
no crime; the lamentations of my dovot 
countrymen at my enforced exile, and their 
undisguised anxiety for my salety are proof 
sufficient that it is not a criminal whom 
they deplore. 

@T have only endeavoured to serve my 
country. I have simply placed my humble 
tulents at my master Kuang Haii's feet. 1 
have exhorted him to remove the throttle 
valve on Progress and Reform which las 
Deon screwed on so tightly by'the enemies of 
the Empire. I have pleaded with Princes 
and Ministers and officials to cast of tly 
garment of tradition aud antiquit 
put on the illumined robe of the 19th 
century. I have merely sought for the 
ultimate welfare of my country and 
fellow-men, In what way can my actis 
be construed into crimes? I champi 
ed the cause of economy. ‘Thix sufficed 
to turn all the metropolitan vinecurists 
against me, I advocated the expediency of 
reforms in the educational, fiscal, and nd- 
ministrative systems of the country. ‘This 
at once raised the ire of all those who are 
selfishly interested in the maintenance ¢ 
the present régime. I advised shite 
ened, liberal policy in our i 
relation tolerant attitude toward 
Christianity.

Ladysmith, 3ed March, 
The relief of Ladysmith was virtually 
accomplished on Wednesday, February 28th, 
when we knew General Buller had driven 
the enemy from Pieters Hill. Amid sc 
of tumultuous enthusiasm General White 
prepared for what we all felt would bo the 
final attack, Hull-starved, feverstricken 
thongh we were, every buiily ill was fore 
gotten in the almost certuinty of immediate 
relief. Hundreds climbed Olwervation Hill 
to wateh for the first sight of the men 
in khaki. ‘The advance posts reported that 
the Boers were maki ive preparations 
to remove their * Long Tom” fom Bulwann

Il, A derrick erected breame plainly 
visible. In a moment the big naval guns 
in the Cove redoubt and ut Cuesar’s camp 





got to work, raining projectiles on Bulwana, 
Tn five minutes the derrick was smashed by 
a well-directed shell. How we cheered, 
‘Then the Boers dodged along the ridge, try: 
ing to drag their Long Tom,” but the 
naval gunners followed them planting shells 
with dendly precision, Our guns worked 
with almost censeless roar while we watched 
and cheered every shot. Suddenly heavy 
black clouds broke loose in a tremendous 
thunder storm, checking the operation of our 
guua. Halt an hour later the storm passed 
and our naval guns broke out again, sweep= 
ing the ridge between Bulyvana and Caesar's 
camp, where the Boers were still stragyting 
with their “Long Tom.” 

Then our cavalry xeonts brought in the 
news that the Boers were in fall retreat in 
all directions. Buller also heliographed 
the news, We kuew we were free at list. 

‘Then came a cry from Cursnt’s enmp: 

“Cavalry is coming from the south!” 

“Ts it friend or foe?” 

At once the town is in a terrific hubbub. 
Troops hastily gather; guns train to fight 
the Inst man drops, if it prove to be the 
enemy. It ix an anxious ten minutes, As 
the column gallops nearer over the flats 
straight toward the fort xt Cuesnr’s Hill 
every field glass ix strained to make them 






































out. Our guns are ready. ‘The cavalry 
plunges. into the river, and in a couple of 
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minutes are up the bank on this side. Now! 
we see the khaki. ‘They are ours. 

Saved at last, thank God! 

Out of the trenches, over the plain we 
rush—soldiers, sailors, correspondents, citi- 
omen, and children, to welcome our 
ts. Cheering, ery’ i i 
hats, guna_and swords, on caine the 1 
Khaki, gulloping at full speed, covered with 
dust and tired with their dashing ride, but 
the hoofs of their horses beat the plain like 
a rereillé of vietor 




























The 3 tho lead, 
with Major Gough at their head; next some 
Natal mounted police.

but they seemed thonsands to us. ‘They 
slickened the prce of their tired horses, 
while crowds of the besieged ran alongside, 
chaering, shaking hands indiscriminate 
and singing, ‘Thus the motley procession 
marched into town. On the way Major 
Gough told us he had been scouting xhead 
of Buller’s army, and finding no opposition, 
they made a dash townrd Ladysmith and 
lind come through without getting asingle 
shot. 

Tu the main street General White and 
staff awaited the approach of the cheering 
crowd which led the horses of the rescuers 
by the bridles to where the brave General 
stood, Gough and McKenzie jumped out of 
their saddles and saluted, and then wrang 
the hands of White, Hunter. and others of 
the staif, while the throng cheered itself 
hionrse. 

White raised his hand, implored silence, 
and made a brief speech’ in_ voice full of 
emotion, Then, raising his hat in his 
linnd, the General called for three cheers 
for the Queen, and the lungs of all Lad; 
smith poured three henrtfelt cheers. Then 
wo cheerad Wales, Buller, White, Lady 
White, the garrison, not forgetting the sick 
and wounded in our rejoicing. During all 
this, brave White, worn and weary with 
dayn and nights of cenveless vigilance, joinet 
with us. When he spoke he was much 
moved with emotion, and though there was 
4 smile on his free his voice was broken 
and tears glistened in | ve 
lim a cheer. Then, following his ie: 
every head uncovered, we sang, “ God Save 
the Queen.” ‘To close the festivities we 
sung," He's a Jolly Good Fellow,” for which 
White laughingly acknowledged his thanks. 

Tt was then 3 o'clock in the afternoon, 
and another thunderstorm with terrific rai 
broke, lasting half the night. In the midst 
of this Lord Dundonald, with a large force 
of cavalry, entered the town. ‘The whole 
night was'spent in rejoicing. Our limited 
stores were opened freely and we ste our 
fill, while our rescuers divided flaske and 
tobacco generously. ‘The retresting Boers 
must have suffered much during that terri- 
ble night, dragging their guns and waggons 
toward the mountain passes. 

‘Major Crawford arrived during the morn- 
ing withs waggon trainof auppiies, including 
Lady White's Christmas presents to the sol- 
fiers. By noon General Buller arrived 
with his staff and was given a rousing 
reception, and thus ended the great siege of 
Ladyemith,

PARIS TO THE STRANGER. 

While driving through the crowded a 
busy streets to the hotel, we are ay 
struck by the great height and regularity 
of the houses, and now we can see the 
straightness and width of the principal 
thoroughfares, the tree-shaded boulev 
the magnificent scale on which the public 









jnildings are constructed, aud the general 
life, bustle, and excitement of the whole 
place. It is true there is a feeling of 
monotony in many of the streets, and the 
perpetual glare of the white houses is 

hier trying ; one longs for a brick build- 
1g here and there by way of relief, but 
there is no donying the grandiose effect of 
the best parts of the city. 

Paris, as most people know, is after 
London, the largest city in Europe, and in- 
deed in the world, though New York is 
running it hard for the second pluce ; if, 
however, Brooklyn is included with New 
York, the population of the two together 
far surpssses that of 

‘The inhabitants of Paris now number 
more than two millions aud a half, and the 
great city occupies about twenty thousand 
acres, or about eight thousand hectares, 
for a hectare equals as nearly as possible 
tivo acres anda half, Included in these 
uso millions and a e wome two hund- 
red thousand fore ‘Phe space of 
ground occupied by Paris is small in com 
parison with the vast area of London, but 
the proportionate difference is to be ex- 
it in general of 
Parisian houses, and tho much more fre- 
qquent practice there of letting out houses 
in tlats than is yet. the custom in London, 
‘Phe flat system is becoming more common 




















































cuts across the great circle of fortifications 
on the south-east by Bercy, then flows 
almost through the centre of the city, and 
leaves on the south-west by the euburbs of 
Passy and Auteuil 

Compared with the Thames, the river is 
narrow. In seasonable weather a good 
general idea may be gathered of sume of 
the principal buildings which stand on 
either bank by taking one of the small 
steamers from Charenton beyond the for- 
tifications and Borey, right through Paris 
to Auteuil. 








‘THE SEINE BRIDGES, 


‘The bridges over the Seine are very 
numerous, about thirty in all. We svon 
go under’ the bridge called the Pont de 
Conflans or d’Ivry, then on the ti 
pass the Magasius Généraux des Vi 
in a few hundred yards we reach the 
National, and we are within the fort 
tions. On the right are the enormous wine 
stores of Bercy, stretching along the banks 
of the river for more than three quarters 
of a mile. Tho next bridge is the Pont 
de Tolbiac, and then comes the Pont de 
Bercy ; nearly a kilomé:re further on the 
loft is the large railway station, called the 
Gare d'Orléans (or trains to Orleans, Tours, 
and Bordeaux), and just beyond is the im- 
portant Pont d’Austerlitz, a hundred fect 

























wide, one of the principal bridges in Paris, 
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The Pont d’Austerlitz leads on to tho 
Place Valhubert, on the left bank of the 
river, and this Place gives access to the 
principal entrance ofthe Jardind s Plantes. 
‘hese gardens are about seventy-five acres 
in extent, and contain zoologic | and hota- 
nical gardens, besides most. interesting 
galleries of znology, geology, botany, and 
comparative anatomy, and a handsome 
library of a hundred’ and fifty thousand 
volumes. ‘The collection of living a s 
is not nearly so good as that in the Zw- 
logical Gardens in London, but the natural 
histery collections in the museum are very 
fine and of great extent. 

Continuing our progress along the Seine, 
on the left bank, close to the Jardin des 
Plants, are more huge wine stores 
the Halle aux Vins, and these bring us to 
the Island of St. Louis; here the Pont 
Sully takes the boulevard Henry IV. over 
the island and across the Seine. 

‘There used formerly to he another island 
in the direction of the Pont d’Austerlitz, 
called the He Louviers, but in 1840 it was 
joined to the mainland of the right bank. 

‘Tho bridges Marie and Louis Philippe 
cross the Seine from the right bank to the 
island of St. Louis, and the bridye deb: 
Tournelle stretches from the island to the 
left bank, while at anoher bridge, St. 
Louis, connects the west of this isliud with 
the Inrge and important island of La Cité, 
As we pass the latter islind we notice the 
spleadid cathedral of Notre Dam d the 
beantifull little fléche of the S tints Chapelle. 

We will refer to the other buildings on 
the Tle de la Cité later. 

‘Pherearenolessthan eight bridges besides 
the Pont St. Louis, connecting the lle de 
Ja Cité with the right and left hanks of the 
Seine. These are, on the lefe the Pont 
dv l’Archevéque, Pont au Double, Petit 
Pont, and Pont Sr, Michel; on the ri 
the Pont d’Arcole, Pont Notre Dame, 
Pont au Change; while the Pout Neuf 
reaches feom the right bank over the 
western point of the Ue de la Cité, right 
actoss the river to the left bank, 

THF PONT NEUF AND ITS SURROUNDING 

Tho Pont Neuf is the ollest aud most 
famous of all the Paris bridges; it was 
huilt in the sixteenth century. Close to 
the bridge on the island is a statue of the 
French King, Henri Quatre, ou hwrselack 
erected by Louis the Knghteenth, in 1818, 
in the place of the former seventeenth 
century statue, which had heen dest Vin 
1792 during the Great Revolution. ‘The 
Pont Neuf has been restored of late ye us, 

On the right bank, close to the Pont 
d'Aroule, is the beautiful and stately new 
Hotel de Vi le. 

Just beyond the Pont Neuf, on the left 
Dank, is the large Hotel des Mon or 
mint, built at tho end of the Isst century ; 
it contains @ fine collection of coins of all 
dates, and the workshops where the money 
is struck are full of interest ; the machinery 
for producing the coins is very ingenious 
and of great perfection. 

Close by is the extensive Institute de 
France, founded by Cardinal Mazarin, 
built at the end of the 17th century. 
Five different academies have their head 
quarters here :—(L.) ‘The Académie Fran- 
caise, which deals with the French langnage 
and its orthography ; (2) The Acadé nie 
des Inscriptions et Belles-Lettres, deal- 
ing with ancient lang! 
(3) the Académie desSei for 
science and mathematics; (4) the Ac- 
adémie des Beaux Arts, ‘fur sculpture, 
painting, architecture, and music ; and (5 
the Académie des Sciences Mo 
Politiques, for history, philosophy, and 
political economy. From about this part 
of the Seine the splendid and gigantic 
Palace of the Louvre, and the adjuini 
south wing of the Tuileries, on the right 
bank of the river, come into sizht, and the 
steamer passes under the Pont des Arts, 
leading from the Institute’ to the Louvre ; 
on the left bank is the large Ecole des 
Beaux Arts, a foundation of the first half og 














































































































































the seventeenth century, but housed in a 
building of this century, as a school for 
ptinting, sculpture, architecture, enzray- 
ing, and the cutting of gems.
